1 . SUMMARY: AS INSTRUCTED PER REFTEL, AMBASSADOR, ACCOMPANIED 
BY LABATT, CALLED ON GNZ FOREIGN SECRETARY CORNER AND MINISTER 
OF LABOR GORDON MAY 12. IN RESPONSE TO DEMARCHE PRESENTED BY 
AMBASSADOR, BOTH OFFICIALS INDICATED A GENERAL SYMPATHY FOR 
USG POSITIONS CONCERNING REFORM OF INTERNATIONAL LABOR 
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ORGANIZATION (ILO) AND CONFERENCE ISSUES. CRITICAL 
IMPORTANCE OF 63RD ILC IN ASSESSING FUTURE USG MEMBERSHIP 
IN ILO STRESSED AS WAS APPRECIATION FOR PAST COOPERATION AND 
SUPPORT FROM NEW ZEALAND ILO DELEGATIONS. GORDON, WHO WILL 
HEAD NEW ZEALAND DELEGATION FOR SIX DAYS AT ILC, EXPRESSED 

(A) "PRIVATE CONCERN" FOR RECENT "POLITICIZING" OF ILO. 

(B) WILLINGNESS TO WORK WITH U.S. DELEGATION ON CRITICAL 
ISSUES AT CONFERENCE AND (C) AN INTEREST IN U.S. DELEGATION 
AT CONFERENCE MAKING "DIRECT APPROACH" TO EITHER HIM OR 
DEPUTY HEAD OF DELEGATION (REX ROE) REGARDING COMMITTEE ASSIGN- 
MENS, CHAIRMANSHIPS, CRITICAL ISSUES. AIDE MEMOIRE OUTLINING 

USG POSTURE LEFT WITH BOTH OFFICIALS. END SUMMARY. 

2. AMBASSADOR, ACCOMPANIED BY LABATT, MADE SEPARATE CALLS 
MAY 12 ON MINISTER OF LABOR GORDON AND FOREIGN SECRETARY 
CORNER (FORNMIN UNAVAILABLE UNTIL MAY 17) TO EXPLAIN CRITICAL 
IMPORTANCE OF 63RD ILC TO U.S. DECISION ON FUTURE PARTICIPA- 
TION IN ILO. AT BOTH CALLS, AMBASSADOR EXPRESSED APPRECIATION 
FOR COOPERATIVE ROLE NEW ZEALAND DELEGATIONS HAVE PLAYED IN 

PAST AND MADE STRONG PITCH FOR CONTINUED ACTIVE, COOPERATIVE 
PARTICIPATION AT JUNE MEETING. AIDE MEMOIRE OF POINTS 
EMPHASIZED AND USG POSITIONS ON CONFERENCE'S CRITICAL ISSUES 
WAS LEFT WITH BOTH. 

3. MINISTER GORDON, NOTING HE WOULD BE LEADING NEW ZEALAND 
DELEGATION FOR FIRST SIX DAYS OF CONFERENCE, EXPRESSED 
UNDERSTANDING FOR THE CRITICAL IMPORTANCE OF JUNE MEETING TO 
U.S. ASSESSMENT OF FUTURE ILO PARTICIPATION AND OFFERED HIS 
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"PRIVATE CONCERN" FOR THE "POLITICIZING" OF RECENT ILO 
SESSIONS. HE SAID HE WOULD SEE TO IT THAT NEW ZEALAND 
DELEGATION WENT TO CONFERENCE PREPARED TO SHARE COMMITTEE 
RESPONSIBILITIES, INCLUDING THAT OF CHAIRMANSHIPS, AS MIGHT 
BE INDICATED. NEW ZEALAND DELEGATION WILL BE WILLING TO 
WORK WITH U.S. DELEGATION ON CRITICAL ISSUES, HE SAID, AND 
WHILE NEW ZEALAND MIGHT NOT BE IN COMPLETE AGREEMENT IN 
EVERY CASE, HE AND HIS DELEGATION WILL NOT SHIRK ANY 
RESPONSIBILITY. GORDON URGED THAT U.S. DELEGATION MAKE 
"DIRECT APPROACH" TO EITHER HIM OR THE DEPUTY HEAD OF 
NEW ZEALAND DELEGATION (DEPUTY SECRETARY OF LABOR F.D.R. 

"REX" ROE) ON ANY MATTERS (E.G. COMMITTEE ASSIGNMENTS, 
CHAIRMANSHIPS, CRITICAL ISSUES) WHERE NEW ZEALAND MIGHT BE 
HELPFUL. 

4. FORNSEC CORNER (WHOM AMBASSADOR MET FOLLOWING GORDON) 
EXPRESSED A SIMILAR, ALTHOUGH LESS EXPANSIVE, DESIRE TO 
COOPERATE. CORNER NOTED THAT NEW ZEALAND HAS NOT ALWAYS 
AGREED WITH U.S. DELEGATION AT ILO AND THAT "TRADITIONALISTS" 
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ARE FINDING IT DIFFICULT ADJUSTING TO MORE HEAVILY POLITICAL 
ATMOSPHERE OF RECENT ILO CONFERENCES. HE SAID HE COULD ASSURE 
THAT GNZ FOREIGN MINISTRY REPRESENTATIVES AT GENEVA WOULD BE 
SLLY BRIEFED ON U.S. POSITIONS AND WOULD BE AS HELPFUL AS 
POSSIBLE.

MORE POLITICAL THAN TECHNICAL - A ECHNICAL ORGANIZATION IS ITS 
CLEAR PREFERENCE, AS IS CONTINUED, FULL, ACTIVE PARTICIPATION 
BY THE U.S. EMBASSY ANTICIPATES MAXIMUM COOPERATION FROM 
NEW ZEALAND DELEGATION ON ALL CRITICAL ISSUES AND FULL 
SHARING OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE RESPONSIBILITIES. 
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
